The new system will be back- 
ward compatible with the current Wii’s motion 
controllers and other accessories. 

Nintendo says it will ship the Wii U sometime 
after April i. The company did not offer a price for 
the new system.

If you were outside Tuesday it probably felt like 
a record-setting day Though it came close, no 
record was broken. 

The 96 -degree high temperature was the 
second- hottest for a June 7 since 1933, officials 
said. But ’^J^fednesday may actually set a record 
tor June S. 

The temperature at O’Hare hit 96 degrees 
at 3:52 p.m. Tuesday Factoring in the heat in- 
dex, which accounts for humidity the mercury 
reached 97 degrees, said Ben Deubelbeiss, a 
National Weather Service meteorologist. 

The record high June 7, 1933, was 100 de- 
grees, Deubelbeiss said. 

The last time Chicago’s official temperature 
reached 97 degrees was Aug 2, 2006 —without 
factoring in the heat index. 

Wednesday could be a record-setting day 
when the temperatures are expected to be simi- 
lar to Tuesday's highs of 96 or 97 degrees. The 
record for June $ is 97 degrees, which also hap- 
pened during the hot spell of 1933. This week, 
the Chicago area is expected to see some of the 
hottest weather in nearly five years. 

Heat advisories were posted Monday across 
southern Wisconsin, western Illinois and east- 
ern Iowa. The National Weather Service also 
issued a hazardous weather outlook for most of 
northern Illinois and northwest Indiana. 

The last time the area had a series of scorch- 
ing days that made it to 90 degrees or above was 
from July 28-Aug. 2, 2006, Deubelbeiss said. 

But the current hot streak is expected to end 
late Wednesday when temperatures will begin 
to fall dramatically with a cold front blowing in 
from the northwest.

COPS LAUNCH CAMPAIGN TO BRING 
RIDERS UP TO SPEED ON RULES OF ROAD

For motorists wlio tliinlc bicyclists in Chi- 
cago have been granted unconditional 
rights to violate every traffic law on the 
boolcs, authorities were out in force to sug- 
gest otherwise Tuesday 

The sting was conducted at only one 
intersection near downtown, and only for 
two hours. But the site that was chosen is 
a complex intersection that’s a magnet for 
bicycling commuters, widespread disre- 
gard for red lights and plenty of accidents 
and close calls, officials said. 

Some 240 warnings and one ticlcet were 
issued by the end of the morning rush traf- 
fic law enforcement and education opera- 
tion aimed at bicyclists pedaling through 
red lights and talcing over crosswalks 
meant for pedestrians only officials said. 
It was carried out by the Chicago Police 
Department, the Chicago Department of 
Transportation and the Chicago Bicycling 
Ambassadors program in what officials 


dubbed a “share the road” campaign. 

“We want to let cyclists know that they 
are not only putting themselves at risk, but 
also endangering pedestrians in crosswalks 
and drivers who have to come to a screech- 
ing halt for bicyclists going through red 
lights,” said Carlin Thomas, share the road 
coordinator for the CDOT bicycle pro- 
gram. 

Across the city, an average of 1,300 
crashes involving bicyclists occur each 
year, according to CDOT. Bicyclist fatali- 
ties are running about five a year, officials 
said. With the growing number of on- 
street cyclists, the death rate could climb if 
all road users do not help make the streets 
safer, they added. 

Tuesday’s blitz, at the busy and chaotic 
intersection of Milwaukee Avenue and 
Desplaines and Kinzie streets, may not 
have persuaded all the violators to change 
their ways. 

“I know the police have a job to do. But 


if obeying the law is going to cost me my 
life. I’m not going to do it,” bicyclist Peter 
Walke said after being pulled over for rid- 
ing in a pedestrian crosswalk and against a 
red light. 

Walke told police officers that the cross- 
ing, used by hundreds of cyclists during 
rush hours, is extremely dangerous. 

“I’ve been turned into (by drivers] a cou- 
ple of times,” Walke, 31, told the officers. 
“Cars will run into you. They don’t like cy- 
clists.” 

Walke agreed to follow the traffic rules 
in the future, and he was let go after he was 
given a verbal warning and a flyer on traffic 
safety 

Police and Bicycling Ambassadors offi- 
cials said the enforcement operation went 
smoothly overall. 

The ticket written for a red light viola- 
tion was issued to a bicyclist who “didn’t 
like us being out here,” police Sgt. Patricia 
Maher said. 

“Most everyone was been pretty nice,” 
Maher said. ‘A lot of the bikers we stopped 
simply said they didn’t know you cannot 
blow through a red light.”

Blago denies Jackson pick

Prosecutors ended their cross examination of Rod 
Blagojevich on Tuesday by pressing the former 
governor to explain whether he was considering a 
deal worth $1.5 million in campaign contributions 
in exchange for appointing U.S. Rep. Jesse Jackson 
Jr. to the Senate. 

Blagojevich said he had no intention of appoint- 
ing Jackson to the Senate seat vacated by President 
Obama. 

He did concede that he met with Jackson the 
day before Blagojevich was arrested Dec. 9, 2008. 
And he did not deny that Jackson supporters had 
talked about raising campaign contributions for 
him. 

“I was never going to pick him,” Blagojevich said 
under questioning by Assistant U.S. Attorney Reid 
Schar. 

Blagojevich is on trial for a second time, accused 
of trying to sell the Senate seat for money or a high- 
paying job, and for linking other state action with 
campaign contributions. A jury in August found 
him guilty of one count of lying to the FBI but 
could not reach a unanimous verdict on the other 
counts. 

After a brief questioning by defense attorneys 
Blagojevich ended his testimony after seven days 
on the stand. U.S. District Judge James Zagel 
said he expected closing arguments to begin late 
Wednesday, and that jurors would begin delibera- 
tions late Thursday afternoon. 

Blagojevich testified Tuesday that he needed

Police shoot man holding phone Emanuel: Mob will be caught

Chicago police responding to a domestic 
dispute Tuesday morning shot and killed a 
man after he refused to drop an object that 
turned out to be a cellphone, officials say 

Flint Farmer, 29, ran from a home in En- 
glewood around 1:40 a.m. Tuesday when 
the officers identified themselves and or- 
dered him to stop, police said in a state- 
ment. 

Farmer then turned toward an officer, 
“pulled an object from his pocket, which the 
officer believed to be a handgun, and aggres- 
sively came at the officer,” police said. 

Farmer refused to drop the object and 
the officer, “fearing for his safety” fired at 
Farmer, police said. 

Officers discovered that the object was 
a cellphone, according to law enforcement 
sources. 


Farmer’s father, Emmett Farmer, said 
his son was at the home of his girlfriend, 
who is the mother of Farmer’s 2-year-old 
daughter, when they began fighting about 
the child. 

The woman was bleeding from the 
brain, had swollen eyes, loose teeth and 
had a chunk of her hair pulled out, accord- 
ing to police. 

Emmett Farmer was told police began 
chasing his son after he ran out of the 
woman’s home. Flint Farmer ran out the 
back door and through a vacant lot to Wol- 
cott, according to his father. The shooting 
occurred in the 6200 block of South Wol- 
cott Avenue, police said. 

“They {police} got scared. ... There’s a lot 
going on, a lot of shooting, a lot of killing 
{in the area},” Farmer said. “They overre- 
acted and killed my son.”

Mayor Emanuel on Tuesday didn’t offer much 
on the weekend mob beatings and robberies 
along the lakefront, saying acting Police Supt. 
Garry McCarthy has addressed the issue. 

The mayor, who was in Washington over 
the weekend with his family said he spoke to 
McCarthy over the weekend and again Tues- 
day morning about the attacks. 

“The new police superintendent already 
addressed this question and spoke to it,” 
Emanuel said. “The police have already ap- 
prehended a number of youth and I rein- 
forced to Superintendent McCarthy that I 
wanted to see, not just a number of youths, 
but every one of them brought to justice, in 
the sense that if they’re responsible, that we 
go get them. Because, it’s part of our repu- 
tation, but it’s also part of our public safety 


My police superintendent has already spo- 
ken to this.” 

Some aldermen have said police need 
more resources to deal with the crowds and 
crime along the lakefront in the summer. 
Emanuel said he just added 500 police of- 
ficers to the beat to address violent crime. 
Those beats, however, are not in the central 
business district, where the weekend inci- 
dents occurred. 

“We aren’t done as it relates to that,” Eman- 
uel said of redeploying officers. “One of the 
issues here as I understand it deals with social 
technology and communication, then there’s 
the resource piece of it. I want a comprehen- 
sive approach. The No. i goal is deal with the 
youths who committed the crimes over the 
weekend and apprehend them. We’re on our 
way to doing that.”

Where’s the puck? 

New photos shed light on mystery of Blackhawks’ Stanley Cup winner 


Chicago Tribune 

A year after Patrick Kane fired 
a shot into the goal in overtime 
to give the Blackhawks their 
first Stanley Cup championship 
since 1961, the game-winning 
puck still is missing. 

The rubber disc hasn’t been 
found since it was dug out of 
the net while the Blackhawks 
celebrated their victory over Philadelphia at 
the other end of the ice. An auction house 
says the sports collectible is worth at least six 
figures, and a Chicago sports collector is of- 
fering a $50,000 reward for its return. 

Images from the game showed veteran 
linesman Steve Miller looking at the puck after 
Kane’s goal, but he has denied he touched it. 

However, the Tribune last week located 
a series of photos among tens of millions of 
images in its archive that clearly show Mill- 
er picking up the puck with his right hand, 
shifting it to his left hand and skating away 

When shown the pictures in Boston, 
where he is officiating the Stanley Cup finals. 


Miller said he didn’t remember 
picking up the puck and doesn’t 
know where it is. 

“I pick up a thousand pucks 
a year,” Miller told the Tribune. 
“... I can’t remember every sin- 
gle thing I do with a puck.” 

Gary Meagher, the NHEs se- 
nior vice president for commu- 
nications, said the league spoke 
with Miller about the incident several months 
ago and stands by his account. 

“He didn’t remember getting the puck,” 
Meagher said. “...We all wish we knew where 
the puck was.” 

Miller said there were several things he 
may have done with the puck— throw it in a 
bucket with others, for example. But he said 
he simply can’t recall. 

“Pucks don’t mean anything to me,” Miller 
said. “So why would that puck mean anything 
to me?” 

A Chicago police sergeant offered amateur 
video, taken from his seat in Philadelphia, 
that seemed to capture Miller picking up the

puck. Grant DePorter, owner of Harry Ga- 
ray’s restaurant, is offering a $50,000 reward. 

“Chicago is being robbed of a treasure,” 
DePorter said. 

DePorter has been aided in his search by 
FBI agents who have donated their time and 
efforts in the quest to solve the mystery 

Kane remembers the chaos on the ice and 
regrets no one from the Hawks thought to 
grab the puck for safekeeping. “You’re think- 
ing about going to lift the Cup,” Kane said. 

As the days pass, the puck’s importance 
and potential worth are only increasing. It 
could fetch at least $100,000, said Michael 
Heffner, president of the international auc- 
tion house Lelands. 

‘As the legend becomes larger, so does the 
value,” he said. 

Miller said he understands the significance 
of the puck, but he just wants the questions 
to go away 

“I’m just moving on from this,” Miller told 
the Tribune. “The best thing to do is move 
on from this situation.” Fans in Chicago may 
disagree, la. times contributed

Patrick Kane finally had in his hands 
the puck that had been used to score 
the game-winning goal and capture a 
championship.

Put alt-country outfit Van Ghost 
down for ‘Ghostbusters 3’ 

By Andy Downing 

Since debuting in 2008 with a show at a packed Metro, me- 
lodic alt-country upstarts Van Ghost have steadily built up a 
live following. During a recent performance at the Summer 
Camp Music Festival in Chillicothe, 111 ., singer-songwriter 
Michael Harrison Berg, 33, estimates the band drew a crowd 
of more than 500 people for an afternoon set of dreamy 
meticulously crafted country-pop tunes such as “Wednes- 
day” a song so pretty it makes the middle of the week seem 
almost bearable. 

Reached at home in Ukrainian Village, concert promoter 
Berg discussed his transition from behind-the-scenes guy 
to frontman, the stigma behind jam bands and whether he 
believes in ghosts. 


How was your Memorial Day weekend at the Summer 
Camp Festival? 

Wildly successful. We got into some cool grooves and had 
people dancing pretty hard. It was a really good vibe. We did 
a cover of the Allman Brothers’ [“Soulshine”] to end our sec- 
ond set and the whole crowd was singing along. We’ve been 
blessed to be embraced by the festival/jam band community. 

Some people think of the term “jam band” as a dirty word. 
Is it a genre you ever worry about being associated with? 

I’m a jam band promoter, so I have nothing against them, but 
I agree with you that there is a stigma that goes along with 
that. As an artist you’re never going to put any limitations on 
what type of people enjoy your music. It’s a blessing no mat- 
ter where it comes from. It means someone gets where you’re 
coming from and gets what you’re doing. 

Did you ever do the whole summer camp thing as a kid? 

Yeah, I went to overnight and day camp. That was a long 
time ago, but I have fond memories of it for sure. There were 


things that the festival brought in that added that summer 
camp kind of vibe. There was a 5:30 a.m. kickball game with 
hundreds of people. It was just a special event. 

Your debut was called “Melodies for Lovers.” Do you have 
a favorite love song? 

“Something” by the Beatles. I think that’s the greatest love 
song I’ve ever heard, but there really aren’t many love songs 
on that record. 

Whafs the status of the new record? 

It is probably going to come out in early September. We’re go- 
ing to perform at the North Coast Music Fest here in Chicago 
and we hope to release it right around then. We are really 
proud of it. 

Was it strange for you to go from a behind-the-scenes 
type guy to center stage? 

Not really. I come from a musical family where my mother is a 
music teacher and my grandfather is a professional pianist. I

Wliat a treat it’s 
been to listen as 
Arctic Monkeys, 
those clever Brits 
who haven’t made a bad album yet 
(though “Humbug” doesn’t stick 
as much as the others), have grown 
from cocky to confident, ruthless 
to vulnerable. 


“Suck It and See” is the band’s 
biggest stylistic step forward since 
its remarkable debut, “Whatever 
People Say I Am, That’s What I’m 
Not,” a result of more restrained 
songwriting and some of singer 
Alex Turner’s most bittersweet, de- 
scriptive lyrics— more interested in 
kisses than kiss-offs. (One favorite, 
from “Reckless Serenade”: “The 
type of kisses where teeth collide/ 
when she laughs the heavens hum a 
s tun-gun lullaby”) 

The band also makes new terri- 
tory its own (the infectious, sweet 
“The Hellcat Spangled Shalalala”), 
and not every track (“Brick by 
Brick”) reaches equal lyrical 
heights. Tet Arctic Monkeys con- 
tinue to deliver songs, and records, 
that stand apart from each other 
while forming a cohesive whole. In 
the case of “Suck It and See,” it’s a 
rock album that recognizes love’s 
many traps but still asks, “Hey, why 
not give it a try?”

“Any sake that’s not too 
fruity has an earthiness 
in the background that 
goes with that bitter- 
ness you find in some 
vegetables,” said John 
Gauntner, a certified 
master of sake tasting. 

Chef Takashi 
Yagihashi braises pork 
belly with sake, wa- 
ter and ginger, but he 
doesn’t reduce the sake, 
as he would with braises 
using beer or wine. 


Surprising sake

Admit it: you haven’t had a glass of sake in 
ages. And we bet we know why It’s because 
you’re thinking that you should drink it only 
with Japanese food. Well, think again. 

“People think that with sake, you have to 
eat Japanese, you have to be authentic,” said 
John Gauntner, who has written five books 
on sake and is a certified master of sake tast- 
ing, “but they need to get over that and think 
about just pairing sake with food in general.” 

As long as foods are not overly spicy or rich, 
Gauntner said, sake can be a terrific accompa- 
niment. Meats, fish, even pastas can all ben- 
efit from a sake pairing. 

“I love pastas with cream sauces and maybe 
a little bacon,” he said, “because the acid cuts 
right through the cream, and the sweetness of 
the sake counterbalances the saltiness of the 
bacon.” 

While the heavy saucing of much American 


barbecue can overpower most sakes, simple 
grilled meats work particularly well. “Smoky 
things go very well with sake,” said Takashi 
^gihashi, chef-owner of Takashi in Chicago 
and author of “Takashi’s Noodles,” “anything 
that’s cooked over an open fire.” 

^gihashi points out that sake is aged in 
cedar casks, making it a natural companion 
to wood or charcoal grilled items. Further, 
although Japanese cuisine is not known for 
heavily smoked foods like some other cui- 
sines, Yagihashi notes that dashi, the Japanese 
stock that serves as the base of miso soup, 
has as its primary ingredient flakes of dried, 
smoked tuna called bonito. 

Regardless of the food, Gauntner believes 
the key to pairing sake is an open mind and a 
willingness to experiment. “I know it’s a cli- 
che,” he said, “but, it’s not rocket science. If 
people can understand that, the whole thing 
is much more approachable.”

Know the rules 
of the dog park

Dog parks provide an opportunity for a pet 
to get some exercise and to socialize. Same 
goes for the pet owner. But there are rules and 
conventions that you and little Spanky need 
to follow 

We checked with Marc Morrone, host 
of “Petkeeping with Marc Morrone” on the 
Hallmark Channel, to discuss dog parks and 
what pet owners should consider. Here are 
some rules to remember and potential issues 
to watch out for. 

Know your dog: Don’t introduce an un- 
socialized or frightened pet into a dog park 
situation. A dog that bullies or is aggressive or 
skittish is not a good playmate. So know your 
dog and his temperament. 

And even if you know your dog thoroughly 
and he’s a perfect gentleman, you still need to 
be on the alert. 

“If your dog is playing with another dog and 
you know your dog is playing and they’re hav- 
ing fun, but the owner of the other dog thinks 
it’s too rough, then call it off,” Morrone said. 
“You’re never going to educate the other own- 
er to think that that play is not too rough.” 

Follow the rules: Before your first trip to 
the park, talk to others who frequent it, learn 
the rules and the protocols, and make sure 


your dog has all his shots. 

Treats: When Spanky is busy romping and 
stomping with his playmates, he may not be 
interested in responding to your call. But if 
you have a supply of treats, you can call the 
dog and reward him throughout your visit; 
he’ll associate coming over to you with food. 
Then when it’s time to go, he’ll come over and 
you can put on his leash without having to get 
help from other dog owners. 

Morrone also advises against giving another 
dog a treat unless its owner gives you an OK. 
“It’s like kids. Some are allergic to this, some 
are allergic to that, so many are on special di- 
ets these days.” 

Hydration: Running around like a maniac 
is hard work. Be sure your dog has plenty of 
water. 

Clean up: Be responsible. Bring a bag. Use it. 

Social hour: You can have the best behaved 
dog in the world and be the most charming 
person on Earth, but there can still be friction. 

“It’s like in prison,” Morrone said. “You fol- 
low the clique or you confront it and bring it 
down. Every dog park will have a know-it-all, 
somebody who knows all about dogs. Then a 
group who follows them.” 

His suggestion? Go with the flow and don’t 
rock the boat.

Taking the workout 
to the back of the body 

Reuters time Tour de France winner wrote the fore- 


Crunches, curls and sit-ups may be standard 
workout fare in gyms, basements and living 
rooms across the land. 

But the authors of a new book suggest peo- 
ple get plenty of that movement 
already They say to get a really 
strong midsection, the back of 
the body needs to be worked. 

“Sitting at desks, working on 
computers, waiting in traffic, we 
are continually contracting our 
abs, throwing our shoulders for- 
ward and, ultimately, shutting 
down the back of the body said 
Dr. Eric Goodman, co-author 
with Peter Park of “Foundation: 

Redefine Your Core, Conquer Back Pain, and 
Move with Confidence.” 

Goodman, a chiropractor based in Santa 
Barbara, Calif, went on to say, “If we’re going 
to keep our posture and our spines strong, it 
has to be done by exercising the back of the 
body as the core of the body” 

The exercises illustrated in the book re- 
quire no machines or equipment and take the 
spine as the body’s center of stability In the 
signature, or founder exercise, knees are bent 
over ankles, the body hinges from the hip 
joint, and movement originates in the pelvis, 
hips and hip joints. 

“Tbu’re sticking your butt out on every- 
thing,” explained Park, a trainer and owner of 
Platinum Fitness gyms. “We’re aiming for the 
posterior chain.” 

Park is cycling great Lance Armstrong’s 
strength and conditioning coach. The seven- 


word for the book. 

“Lance needed it more than anybody,” Park 
said of the workout. “It opened him up. (With 
his] rounded back, rounded shoulders, he al- 
most looked funny off the bike.” 

The exercises are designed to 
augment, rather than replace, a 
regular fitness regime, Good- 
man said. 

“We don’t want people to stop 
doing yoga or Pilates. If you’re 
currently doing cardio or other 
training, just add foundation to 
it,” Goodman said. “If you’re 
doing it properly, 20 minutes is 
plenty It’s hard.” 

Neal Pire, spokesman for the American 
College of Sports Medicine, said the concept 
of “hinging”— or loading the posterior chain 
while maintaining neutral spine— is main- 
stream, but he’s never seen a book devoted 
entirely to it. 

“Extension is key because we do indeed live 
in a flexed state,” Pire said, adding that if the 
public perception is that abs are the core, the 
public is mistaken. “The core involves two 
sets of muscles: deep muscles whose roles are 
primarily stabilizing the spine, or more gener- 
ally the trunk, and shallower muscles whose 
primary role is movement.” 

Goodman advocates a four-to-one ratio of 
back-to-front training. 

“For every four exercises you do for the 
back of the body, you get to do one for the 
front. I think that’s the opposite of what most 
people are doing.”
